Remarks 
Claim of Priority 

The Examiner's attention to the specifics of the Declaration is greatly appreciated. 
Applicants fully intended to claim priority as per the specification. Please advise if a revised 
Declaration will be required in addition to this clarification. 

Amendments to the Specification: 

In the specification, the minor or obvious errors are corrected in paragraphs [0025], [0026], 
and [0129]. Should the sequence listing as filed, in light of the addition of the sequence identifiers 
to the component sequences of Figures 2 and 3 not sufficiently comply with sequence listing 
requirements, a substitute amended sequence listing will be provided upon request. 

Amendments to the Claims: 

Claims 8 and 15 have been cancelled without prejudice to later pursuit if these or similar 
claims in conjunction with any required deposit requirements. 

New claims 17 - 23, all ultimately dependent on claim 1 are added. 

Claim 1 as amended is believed to resolve all of the Examiner's §1 12 objections. Support for 
the amendment to Claim 1(a) can be found, inter alia, at [0020]. Support for the amendment to Claim 
1(e) can be found, inter alia, at [0035]. 

Rejection of under §102 based on Rasmussen and §103 including Rasmussen: 

As amended claim 1 recites an N-terminal cleavable spacer including an Arg between each 
GLP unit. In contrast, Rasmussen recites only an additional C terminal Arg. The addition of the N- 
terminal Arg is not taught or suggest by Rasmussen and represents an important improvement to the 
process of producing GLP peptides from fusion proteins.
